Florida and Other 


States Show Gains 


in Mortality Rate 


Announcement of the department 


of commerce on provisional mortal- 
ity figures for the first nine months 
in 1923 show that Florida, tike all 
the rest of the states, had a slightly 
•ugher death rate than for the cor- 
responding period of 1022. Florida's 
rate in the 1923 months was 13.2 
against 12.6 in 1922. 
The average 


for all states was 12.6 in 1923 and 
11.8 in 1922. 


Owing to difference* in race, , sex 


and age distribution of the popula- 
tions, the crude death rates of the 
states could not be compared. 
So 


comparisons were made by adjusted 
rales based on a standard population. 
With the ratios of the crude rates to 
the adjusted for 192S applied, to 
the 1923 rates for nine months, the 
poorest showing is made by Mary- 
land, with an adjusted rate of 14.9, 
and the best showing is made by Mon- 
tana, with a rate of 8.3. The report 
calls attention, however, to the fact 
that even these adjusted rates have 
not been adjusted for racial differ- 
ences and for deaths of non-residents.
